§ 3.75(c)(3) - Housing facilities, general. 

Surfaces. Cleaning. Hard surfaces with which nonhuman primates come in contact must be spot- 
cleaned daily and sanitized in accordance with § 3.84 of this subpart to prevent accumulation of excreta or 
disease hazards. If the species scent mark, the surfaces must be sanitized or replaced at regular intervals as 
determined by the attending veterinarian in accordance with generally accepted professional and husbandry 
practices. Floors made of dirt, absorbent bedding, sand, gravel, grass, or other similar material, and planted 
enclosures must be raked or spot-cleaned with sufficient frequency to ensure all animals the freedom to 
avoid contact with excreta. Contaminated material must be removed or replaced whenever raking and spot 
cleaning does not eliminate odors, diseases, insects, pests, or vermin infestation. All other surfaces of 
housing facilities must be cleaned and sanitized when necessary to satisfy generally accepted husbandry 
standards and practices. Sanitization may be done by any of the methods provided in § 3.84(b)(3) of this 
subpart for primary enclosures.

§ 2.40(b)(3) - Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and exhibitors). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: Daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, however, That 
daily observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than the attending veterinarian; and 
Provided, further. That a mechanism of direct and frequent communication is required so that timely and 
accurate information on problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian
